Wagner must be listed as natural 
batsmen of great ability. 
The selection of a bat. that suits 
your grip and is properly weight­ 
ed is as necessary to good hittihg 
as the natural swing, nature’s gift 
Get a bat that you can grip eas 
ily and swing without any great 
effort. Too many batters make the 
mistake of using too heavy a hat 
in the hope that the added weight 
will get more distance 
drives.

At last a long-cherished desire 
w as taking material form.

building of the temple had actually 
begun- 
Like the one before it. 
that Nebuchadnezzar had destroy- ^ 
ed. it w as to be the only building 
of its kind in the world. 
It was to 
be “ the temple of J ehovah,” and 
was to be built by J ews, returned 
to J erusalem from Babylonian cap 
tivity. according to the decree of 
Cyrus king of Persia, who declare^ ; 
“ The Lord God of the earth . . . j 
hath chosen me to build him an j 
house in J erusalem , which is in 
J udah.” 
It is a common m istake, when 
som ething out of ¿ he ordinary is 
being done, as it w as on the occa-! 
sion of the laying of the foundation 
j 
for the tem ple, to recog nize o n ly, 
those who are im m ediately active ! 
as having an important part in it. 
J ust to ¡see “ the 
builders.” 
and 
“ the priests in their apparel with 
trum pets,.and the Levites the sons 
of Asaph, with 
cym bals.” 
The 
temple w as to be rebuilt, and these 
J 
persons, and som e others perhaps, 
j 
were laying the first stones upon j 
which It was to 
stand. 
They 
j 
were “ putting in” the foundation. 
This the spectators saw. and as 1 
they w ent away they said to one 
another, "We have seen them lay­ 
ing the foundation for the temple.” 
But not so. 
And a sim ilar m istake 
is of frequent occurrence. 
The 
foundation of that temple 
was 
laid 
in 
far-off 
Babylonia, 
where th e captive J ew s had wept 
out their penitence 
before 
God, 
; with their unstrung harps hanging 
; upon the willow s. 
“ By the rivers 
j of Babylon,” as they repented and 
renewed their alleg iance 
to 
J e­ 
hovah, the foundation of the house 
| of God was being laid. 
Reaching 
| down to the solid rock of complete 
! reform ation 
and 
of 
unswerving 


j loyalty to Alm ig hty God was this 
foundation of God’s 
house, 
that j 
was laid in a foreign land and in 
\ 
the m idst of a people to whom the 
■ Lord God of Israel was a stranger. 
Usually, 
on 
similar 
occasions 
today, people are too short-sight­ 
ed. 
Maybe it is when the corner­ 
stone of a m odest church, or of a 
m ajestic cathedral, is being laid. 
They see only what is visible to 
‘ht ir eyes. 
“ The corner-stoire was 
laid by the bishop, 
assisted 
by 
some of the builders.” 
No, sir. 
the report is not correct—at least, 
not com plete. 
If it be a house of 
God that is to be 
erected, 
the 
foundation was laid long ago in 
the saintlike lives of God’s follow ­ 
ers. 
In their devotion to God and 
their chief desire and effort to 
honor and glorify him. 
A church 
building is not sim ply a pile of 
m atei'al, no matter how lavish or 
imposing it may be- 
It Is not the 
artistic display of cunning crafts­ 
manship. 
It is not “ a dream in 
granite and marbie.” 
The b u illn g 
that is dedicated to the service of i 
God mr.y be— and indeed should be 
— all this and as much more as is 
possible. 
But only as these g ive 
expression to a loyalty and devo­ 
tion to God that adm its of no qu ali­ 
fying term . 
A church, from foun­ 
dation 
to 
cross-crowned 
spire, 
should be the embodiment of ac­ 
tual and inherited fidelity to God. 
There -should be in it no part of, 
or place for, any relig ious belief or 
practice of which God disapproves. 
Perhaps 
“ to 
denominational 
zeal,” rather than "to the service 
of God,” should many a church, in 
truth, be dedicated. 
Rivalry— in 
the w orst possible 
use 
of 
the 
word—the prime m otive in Church- 
building! 
“ Our church is costing 
half a m illion dollars—not includ­ 
ing the pipe organ or the ‘furnish­ 
ing s’ for the g ymnasium. 
It is g o­ 
ing to be a much finer building 
than the church across the street.” 
W ell, what do you suppose God 
thinks of it? 
"The old men that had been the 
first house, when the foundation of 
this house was laid before their 
eyes, w ept with a loud voice.” — v, 
12. • 
Old ag e is apt to be far-sighted 
in 
m ore 
ways 
than 
physically. 
W hen g randfather becomes rem in­ 
iscent, allow ance should be made 
for this defect in 
vision. 
It 
is 
m erely that “ distance 
lends 
en­ 
chantm ent.” 
It . eem s to the aver­ 
age m an of seventy that, if not 
the advantag es, at least the pleas­ 
ures of youth— when he was young 
—far exceeded those of today. And 
the worship of God, in “ the church J 
ing the wildwood,” or “ the little . 
brown church in the vale,” that he J 
attended, was more sincere than 
that in the averag e church now. He j 
bewails that so very, very few to 
-1 
day know anything about “ experi- j 
m ental relig ion.” 
Feeble as he is, j 
he “ would go many m iles to at-1 
tend an old-fashioned 
love-feast, 
where everybody g ot shouting hap­ 
py.” 
A las! the days of “ heart-felt 
relig ion” are no more. 
Take all such statem ents 
and 
comparisons at a discount- 
You 
could not convince him that he 
probably is m istaken. 
It is n eed - 1 
less to remind him of the bitter J 
wrangling and heated public de- j 
bates over the relig ious difference 
between “ orthodoxy” and “ h etero-; 
doxv” — when he w as young —that j 
divided fam ilies and com m unities; 
intd hostile camps. He does not re- [ 
call the rabid intolerance that was : 
so common. 
Man’s worship of 
God 
alw ays 
has been im perfect, 
and 
forever 
will be. 
If it be so, let us not la­ 
ment the inferiority of the pres­ 
ent worship of God as compared 
with that of the past, as we grow 
old, lest in so doing w e becom e 
pessim ists—and so forg et God. Try 
to grow old with clearness of vi­ 
sion and with correctness of judg ­ 
ment concerning the past. 
If it be | 
true that the thing s of today that • 
are relig iously, and otherw ise, os- j 
sential, as we think, do not m eas- j 
ure up to the standard of our fath- i 
ers, then it is our duty to assist j 
in supplying what is 
lac k i n g — and ( 
weeping over “ them good old days j 
will not do i t 
I 
There is no doubt but what, all 


i things considered, the foundation j 
for this tem ple, over which the old \ 
men were weeping, was to su p p o rt; 
a structure far superior to that | 
Solomon built. 
Solomon had the j 
equivalent of billions of dollars a t . 
I his command, while these few re- { 
turned captives—less than 60,000— I 
! were extrem ely poor.
